SAYS REBEL REPORT 


HENDAYE, Franco - Span-

He 
learned to read between the ages 
of three and four and, shortly aft- 
er he was five, laid before his fa- 
ther an original plan of study, in- 
cluding Herodotus, Homer and 
Virgil. After that, young Charles 
was taken from kindergarten and 
tutored by his mother, a woman

He had promised 
his father that he would not read 
a novel until he had finished col- 
lege, and perhaps it was this 
pledge which inspired him, at the

So Charles read his Bible, his 
Latin and his Greek, graduated 
from Brown University—to which 
he had transferred—at the age of 
19, and after one year of teaching 
at the Delaware Academy, Delhi, 
N. Y., he entered the Columbia 
law school, from which he grad- 
uated with highest honors plus a 
prize of $500 annually for three 
years. 

During the next three years, 
young Hughes grubbed as a clerk 
in the firm of Chamberlain, Car- 
ter & Hornblower by day and 
taught at Columbia at night. It 
was a drab and dreary life, as tes- 
tified by his pallid face and none- 
too-robust health. But in the mid- 
dle of it he met Antoinette Carter. 
Antoinette was the daughter of 
Walter S. Carter, a partner _in 
Hughes’ firm. In 1888 he married 
Antoinette, and simultaneously her 
father left his old firm to form a 
new partnership with his son-in- 
law and Paul D. Cravath, for many 
years the attorney and confiden- 
tial agent for Thomas F. Ryan, no- 
torious for the corruption of state 
legislature and city councils in be- 
half of his utility and insurance in- 
terests. 

Hughes was then 26 years old 
and a partner in one of New York’s | 
leading law firms. From a pecu-) 
niary point of view, his legal ca-| 
reer was made. Big corporation 
clients began to come his way, | 
among them the United States a 
luminating Company and _ the 
Mount Morris Electric Light Com~| 
pany, for whom Hughes secured an | 
injunction to prevent Mayor Grant, | 
of New York city, from forcing the| 
companies to put their electric 
wires underground.

Hughes worked as hard for his 
corporate clients as he did on his 
books at Brown -and Columbia, 
with the result that he approached 
a physical breakdown. His doc- 
tors advised him to give up the 
practice of law, and he turned to a 
professorship at Cornell. Two years 
later, however, the financial crash 
of 1893 proved a heyday for the le- 
gal profession and brought him 
hustling back to New York. For 
the next 12 years he concentrated 
on making money and building up 
a reputation as an able and hard- 
working attorney. Then in,.1905 
the New York legislature created 
the Stevens commission to inves- 
tigate gas rates, and Henry Ww. 
Taft. brother of the late President

people will not permit their con- 
stitutional system to be over- 
throw or undermined by specious 
attacks. 

The supreme court of the United 
States is made up of men who 
have resigned themselves to a life 
of judicial piety. 

Theirs is not to forward the for- 
tunes of any party. 

Theirs is not to cherish any am- 
bition for personal glory in elec- 
tive office. 

Theirs is only to preserve the 
immutable principles of American 
jurisprudence as it has come to 
them through centuries upon cen- 
turies of ethics and morality. 

We have set up a court of nine 
men not to decide cases of their 


own initiative but to review the 


judgment in federal district courts 
and circuit courts of appeals, and 
in a series of state tribunals and 
in state courts of last resort, to re- 
view the reasoning and determina- 
tions made by judges in_ those 
courts who have examined in the 
first instance the law and_ the 
facts. 

To say that this tribunal of nine 
men shall not henceforth declare 
the supreme law of the land is to 
say in effect that we must change 
our form of government and sub- 
stitute the rule of passion for the 
rule of reason. 

The constitution is an agree- 
ment between the people and their 
agents. 

Let the agreement be changed 
in specific particulars only when 
specific issues, umencumbered by 
other circumstances of politics, are 
placed before the people. 

But meanwhile let it be pro- 
claimed that when an act is de- 
clared invalid it is so declared be- 
cause the people in the original 
agreement set forth the rights and 
grants of power they had dele- 
gated and that if by the congress 
or by the President these provis- 
ions are transgressed the supreme 
court of the United States alone 
shall have the right to continue to 
express the people’s veto. 

For 150 years under a written 
constitution the American people 
have worshiped, at the altar of 
sportsmanship. : 

They have accepted the doctrine 
that it is fundamentally unethical 
to refuse to respect an adverse 
decision. 

Traditionally the spirit of Amer- 
ica has been that if you do not like 
the rules of the game, change the 
rules—but don’t soak the umpire! 

For generations the supreme 
court of the United States has 
been the umpire in deciding what 
are and what are not valid acts of 
the executive and 
branches of the government with- 


in the meaning of the supreme law | 


of the land—the constitution. 

There has been a recognized and 
well-defined difference between 
reforming judicial procedure and 
tampering with the personnel or 
judgment of the supréme court it- 
seli. 

In the few instances where at- 
tempts have been made to control 
the supreme court of the United 
States for political purposes, an 
outraged public opinion has risen 
in protest. 

President Roosevelt’s message to 
congress, considered purely as a 
piece of judicial reform, has s0 
many obvious inconsistencies in it 
and makes so many statements

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THE HERNDON CASE DECISION 

The ruling by the United States supreme 
court in the Angelo Herndon case upholds the 
decision rendered, on practically the same 
grounds, by Judge Hugh M. Dorsey in Fulton 
county superior court. Both the Fulton jurist 
and the highest tribunal of the land held that 
the conviction of the negro Communist was 
upon grounds too vague, thereby violating his 
constitutional rights of free speech. 

The constitutionality of the Georgia anti- 
sedition act of 1871, under which Herndon was 
found guilty, is not definitely determined by 
the supreme court decision. The justices, in 
their majority opinion, hold only that the 
grounds for conviction in this particular case 
were too “vague and indeterminate.” The 
question of the constitutionality of the law it- 
self must await a test on more clear-cut 
grounds. 

Regardless, however, of whether or not this 
particular Georgia statute is constitutional, 
Communists of all shades, whether deep-dyed 
reds or mere dilletante pinks, may take warn- 
ing from this case that they are not wanted 
in Georgia. Either under the act of 1871 or 
under some other law, this state will not per- 
mit attacks upon the sanctity of the constitu- 
tional government under which the people of 
Georgia and of America live. 

The right of free speech and the right of 
free assembly are guaranteed under the consti- 
‘tution, but that pledge of rights never con- 
templated attack upon the very instrument of 
guarantee itself. 


IS THE END IN SPAIN IN SIGHT? 


The Basque defenders of Bilbao, allies of the 
Loyalist forces in Spain, have asked foreign 
diplomats to act as mediators with their be- 
siegers, the Spanish Rebels, in a move to de- 
termine the basis of surrender. - 

Surrender of Bilbao would, in all probabil- 
ity, presage early end of the civil conflict in 
Spain and foreshadow quick victory for the 
Rebel armies under General Franco. 

With Bilbao fallen, the chief channe] of 
communication between the besieged Loyalists 
in Madrid and France would be closed. It is 
from France that most of the supplies and sup- 
port for the Loyalist side have come. It would 
probably mean, if Bilbao surrendered, the early 
surrender of Madrid. 

Overthrow of the Loyalists would again 
place Great Britain in a critical position in the 
international game played by the European na- 
tions. The sympathies of Britain have been 
with the Loyalists throughout, chiefly because, 
with the Rebels in full command of Spain, a 
new menace would loom for Gibraltar, the 
British stronghold which guards the entrance 
of the Mediterranean and which is the gate- 
way for all traffic and for all commerce be- 
tween the western nations and the orient. 

Britain cannot, in any circumstances, con- 
template losing Gibraltar. To lose this mighty 
guardian of a vital seaway would be to sever 
a vital artery of the far-flung British Empire. 

Triumph of the Spanish Rebels will mean, 
more than ever, that Britain must push for- 
ward her armament program. She could never, 
then, permit even a suspicion that she is not 
today, as in days gone past, the monarch of 
the seas and the impregnable champion of the 
freedom of ocean commerce. 


FINLEY ELEVATED 


The elevation of Dr. John H. Finley to the 
editorial chair of the New York Times brings 
a man fully equipped and ideally qualified for 
the position to what is, in many respects, the 
most important editorial position in the world. 

The New York Times is, more truly than 
any other paper published in America, a na- 
tional newspaper. Not only is it outstanding 
in New York and its normal circulation terri- 
tory, but there is not a town, hardly a village, 
in all America where it is not read. It is, in 
addition, an international newspaper, its edi-

A PLEDGE FOR PRISON REFORM 

That reform of some nature in the prison 
System of the state is needed is increasingly 
evidenced. The frequent escapes from the 
prison camps and the repeated accusations of 
undesirable conditions in some camps demand 
fullest investigation, followed by prompt steps 
to remedy whatever condition is found at fault. 

Representative E. L. Almand, chairman of 
the penitentiary committee of the Georgia 
house of representatives, in a letter to The 
Constitution, says: 


Editor Constitution: I read with a great deal 
of interest your editorial in Tuesday’s (April 20) 
issue headed “In Again and Out Again.” 

I have known for some time that there should 
be some change made in our penitentiary laws, 
and as chairman of the ,enitentiary committee of 
the house of representatives, I expect to visit 
every camp in the state during this year with a 
committee from the senate. If we find the law 
should be amended, we hope to get the Governor 
to include in his call for the special session this 
year any recommendations that we may recom- 
mend for the improvement of the prison condi- 
tions in Georgia. 


Representative Almand should be able, by 
such means, to arrive at the truth concerning 
Georgia’s prisons. He should discover why it is 
SO easy to escape tbat any convict with the 
desire for freedom generally walks away at his 
own convenience. 

He should, likewise, discover if there is any 
foundation for the charges that treatment of 
prisoners is either too harsh or too lenient. 

Then, armed with this first-hand informa- 
tion, the proper measures to amend the con- 
vict laws of the state can be drawn and pre- 
sented to the legislature. 


BOOM IN ENGLAND 

England is enjoying real prosperity at pres- 
ent, thanks to a $7,500,000,000 rearmament pro- 
gram and the coming coronation. But the boom 
resulting means deflation for the already over- 
burdened taxpayer. To meet these newly au- 
thorized expenditures, income taxes are being 
increased. 

The huge amount of business the corona- 
tion of the King will bring is commented on 
by Alvin Adey in Events for April, as follows: 

It is even anticipated that the influx of tour- 
ist’s money—one of the “invisible” items in for- 
eign trade—will be sufficient to convert last 
year’s deficit ($19,000,000) into a surplus. In any 
case, whatever may be the political and social 
significance of this particular coronation, it is 
now openly regarded as little more than a mag- 
nificent pretext for a commercial enterprise with 
innumerable opportunities for direct and indirect 
profiteering. Owners or tenants of premises with 
windows looking out on the route of the pro- 
cession are asking prices running up to hundreds 
of pounds for a seat; hotel proprietors and lodg- 
ing-house keepers are demanding unconscionable 
terms for rooms, and at every turn visitors are 
going to be victims of all good Britons who are 
in a position to charge “all that the traffic can 
OGG ee 

With mill and factory and shipyard once more 
in, full swing, and with the speeding of prepara- 
tions for the coronation festival, the air is tingling 
with excitement and rejoicing is general that

up—but Britain had no other alternative. The 
dangers to the British Empire—threatened 
control by Italy of the Mediterranean and the 
ugly situation in Spain—are largely due to 
British arms weakness.

Russia Wants a Fleet. 
AUSTIN, Texas.—The negotia- 
tions now going on in this country 
between representatives of the 
Soviet government and steel-plate 
manufacturers for the acquisition 
by Russia of material to build a 
dreadnaught, have focused atten- 
tion once more on the maritime su- 
premacy question. Russia is go- 


ing a build a battle fleet. If she 
does not get the material and es- 
pecially the machinery and guns in 
this country, she will get the stuff 
somewhere else. France is already 
laying the keels for six battle 
cruisers destined for the Red navy. 

Why all this preparation? In 
the first place Britain permitted 
Germany to start construction of a 
battle fleet one-third the size of 
the British navy. This Germany 
has done. Berlin controls the Bal- 
tic sea today. It was clear that 
with so powerful an = aggressive 
weapon in the hands of her chief 
opponent, the Russian state was 
bound to follow sooner or later. 
Maybe the British even calculated 
that the navy Russia would need, 
would be ordered‘“in English and 
Scottish shipyards. For the gen- 
eral armament campaign is really 
a colossal business undertaking 
and the English are a nation of 
shopkeepers. Without that arma- 
ment business Europe would be in 
a sorry plight today, economically 
speaking. There would probably 
be all sorts of upheavals, revolts, 
revolutions due to economic misery 
and unemployment, etc. We ought, 
therefore, to be a little more grate- 
ful to the geniuses who set the 
wheels of industry in motion again 
over there by starting to manufac- 
ture death-dealing instruments. 
They are the saviors of the world 
—for the time being.

It is said that Russia wants a 
fleet equal to that of Japan. If 


+that is true, it is a big order. But 


I.suppose it can be done. Russia 
is \the greatest gold-producing 
counery in the world and nobody, 
as far as I know, sneezes at gold. 
If the Bolsheviks come across with 
the dough—and they have hither- 
to been punctitious in their pay- 
ments everywhere—they can have 
not one fleet. They can have a 
baker’s dozen. Who cares what 


they are going to do with it as long 


as the cash comes in? 

They had a considerable navy 
once before, the Russians did. 
That fleet once occupied every 
spare moment of my youthful 
imagination. It had sailed from 
Kronstadt, I think it was in the 
summer of 1905, on a cruise to the 
Far East. Every day I went to 
the railway station of the little 
town where I lived to buy a 
newspaper from the porter of an 
express that passed just around 
5 o’clock when school was out.

were maneuvering before Muk- 
den.. The Russian government 
had decided to end the war, we 
were told, by crushing the little 
yellow men once and for all by | 
wiping out the navy that was 
convoying troops and transporting 
munitions to the Asiatic mainland. 
Rodzeswensky, the admiral, was 
going to perform that little trick. 
I had cut his photograph from the 
paper and hung it above my bed, 
Well, we all remember what hap- 
pened. Togo, the Japanese naval 
commander, sunk the Russian 
navy in the most inglorious bat- 
tle that was ever chronicled. The 
Czar of Russia was playing tennis 
at Tsarskoye Selo when the news 
came that the national navy was 
no more. He did not interrupt 
the game and later in the evening 
noted in his diary that it had been 
a pleasant day.

The Japanese have the memory 
of that victory. That in itself is 
an advantage. But they also have 
a perfect modern fleet. Nobody 
really knows outside how strong 
it is. They keep it hidden. Rus- 
sit will\have to do some tall build- 
ing to equal Japan. But warning 
has now been given and the Nip- 
ponese will no doubt take meas- 
ures to stay in the lead. There 
are ways. If the famous Japa- 
nese peasant, who is content with 
a handful of rice, according to 
gents who eat their own three 
or four meals a day plus a smack 
after theater, will agree to take 
but half a handful, Japan can 
double her naval strength. That’s 
logic, that’s simple arithmetic. If 
that peasant does not agree, a 
thing almost inconceivable (yet 
still possible), he will be forced 
to ply himself to the national 
needs. 

And so the pretty game goes 
on and on—till the day when a 
boy fires off a cracker and shat- 
ters the nervous tension. Then 
all the guns go off and good-bye 
western civilization. Who cares?

‘they have promised to lend mili- 
tary help if Belgium should be at- 
tacked. 
| 6§The only commitment entered 
‘into by Belgium (and not even 
‘under juridical form) is to defend 
her own territory with adequate 
t forces and to remain faithful to 
the League's covenant. Now, Bel- 
gian ministers, under pressure of 
r King Leopold, intend to obtain 
from Germany a pledge of non- 
aggression, but German _ diplo- 
»macy is striving to make use of 
ithe opportunity to make Belgium 
scrap the League’s covenant and 
shut herself up in a position of 
contractual neutrality as during 
the. period from 1839 to 1914. 

In Bucharest, Colonel Joseph 
Beck, the Polish foreign minister, 
has tried to persuade King Carol 
that the League’s covenant of col- 
lective security is dead and that 
he had better follow the example 
of the Polish government which, 
in September, 1984, unilaterally 
denounced the international 
treaty for the protection of mi- 
norities; come to terms with Hun- 
gary and Italy, apart from Czecho- 
slovakia, in violation of the rules 
of the Little Entente, and revive| 
the Polish- Rumanian treaty,| 
which, in a sense, is hostile to So- | 
viet Russia. |

today that a town can be a fine 
place in which to live even 
though its citizens haven’t much 
of this world’s goods.

Sergeant Dan Daly, the fightingest 
man of the marine corps, who 
fought for 30 years and won il 
medals for bravery, died peace- 
fully in bed today. 

The rough and ready sergeant 
whose battle cry “Do you want to 
live forever?” became a slogan 
with the marines in the World 
War, was 64. He died of heart dis- 
ease. He had been ill a week. 

“I want to die with my boots 
on,” Dan Daly always said. Major 
General Smedley D. Butler called 
him “the fightingest man I ever 
saw.” 

He fought from Montezuma to 
Tripoli; in the Boxer rebellion, in 
Haiti and many another fracas he- 
fore scrambling over the trenches 
in France shouting to his platoon,

Sergeant Daly held two Con- 
gressional Medals of Honor, a Dis-

Partial salary restoration to city

Driving across Georgia last week 
en route to Homosassa, Fla., for a 
few days’ fishing, going via Macon 
and Valdosta, returning via Thom- 
asville, Albany and Americus, we 
enjoyed every mile of the jour- 
ney, watching the promising fields, 
the glorious orchards, and inhal- 
ing the aroma of countless wild 


‘flowers and shrubs in the woods 


and swamps. 


I do not know of a 
better tonic for any city dweller 
than a day’s drive across Georgia 
at this time. 


Thousands of acres of fertile 
land are literally bursting with 
growing crops of corn and cotton 
and oats and wheat and tobacco 
and peanuts and beans and pota- 
toes. I have never seen Georgia 
farms in finer condition at this 
season of the year. Favorable 
weather conditions have made 
possible maximum preparation 
and cultivation. Every field looks 
like a garden plot. 


The one detracting aspect of the 
trip were the occasional stretches 
where fire had been allowed to 
destroy all small trees and grass 
in the wooded sections. We saw 
pine trees 10 years old that had 
been killed by these devastating 
fires. I hope the day is near at 


hand when the people of Georgia 


will resolve to stop these wasteful 
and useless fires. The old theory 
that you had to burn wire grass 
to provide tender shoots for graz- 
ing has long ago been exploded. 


'By actual test, the cows find bet- 
|ter grazing where the grass has 
‘not been burned. And the theory 
‘that burning the woods kills the 
|snakes is probably without justi- 


|fication in fact. 


I asked a negro 
the other day if they had less 
snakes where the woods had been 
burned, and he said: “Boss, looks 
like to me we have more.” The 
fires do destroy many bird nests 
and small animals which are 
caught in their dens. 


All one needs to whet his ap- 
petite for a deeper love of Georgia 
is to go about a little and see the 
hills and valleys and the sweeping 
plains. The highways are in ex- 


‘cellent condition, even the un- 


paved roads offering fine driving 
for any who have the time and 
the ability to take a trip. The 
one wish I would express for any 
and all who can go abroad to en- 
joy the Georgia scene is to take 
your time and not Lurry past the 
many places that offer a blessing 
to those who will linger long 
enough to see and listen and un- 
derstand. Walt Whitman is said 
to have walked across Georgia on 
one of his historic journeys. I 
wish I had such a privilege. I be- 
lieve it would make us all better 
Georgians and better citizens.

The second change concerns a 
bidding sequence such as: South, 
one spade! West, pass; North, four 
clubs. As originally outlined, this 
four-club bid was an asking bid 
setting partner’s suit cs the agreed 
trump suit. The ingrained habits 
of millions of players, who had 
been using such a four-club bid 
for years as ~ pre-empt, some- | 
times led to tragedies, and I have, | 
therefore, decided that this partic- | 
ular method of setting the trump | 
suit shall be abandoned. In such.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Monday.—It was such glorious weather 
yesterday that I just sat in the sun and enjoyed it. 


I really read 


the book I brought back from Charleston about old rice plantation 
days, went over all the pictures in it again and 
liked them better than on my first inspection. 
I have been thinking a great deal about the 
peace meetings which young people held all over 


the country on April 22. 


From the letters I re- 


ceive and from the talks which 1 have had, there 
is no question in my mind that young people are 
definitely determined to do away with war, but 
they really are very indefinite as to the way in 
which it shall be done. 
I often wonder if they realize that every new 
form of government, Fascism, Communism or our own democracy, 
originally had for its purpose the making of a world in which peo- 


ple could be happy and content. 


As individuals, people felt help- 


less to accomplish their desires, and so, in different places, they 
were led to believe, by various types of people, that these desires 
could be accomplished in different ways. 

To me the rea] strength of the democratic theory, in opposition 
to Fascism or Communism, is that Fascism frankly states certain 
people will tell other people what they shall do to be happy, and 
those people have nothing or little to say about it. 

In theory the Communists are to do everything’ in common, in 
practice a small group also tells other people what they shall do 


to achieve their objectives. 


So far, more nearly than any other 


form of government, the democratic form has allowed people to 


shape their own government. 


While more important leaders have 


arisen here and there, still, on the whole, the controls have been 
in the hands of the majority of the people. 

That, it seems to me, is more truly in keeping with the funda- 
mental desires of the people who are groping for something which 
will give them security from war and from want, and a chance to 


work out their little happiness. 


If these young people are really going to get anywhere, they 
must realize that inveighing against a thing is all very well, but 
their future success lies in controlling democracy. Only if democ- 
racy makes individuals better able to attain their ideals will it 


survive the test of today. 


What the young people must do is to find out how their gOov- 


ernment can meet the demands of the people. 


Find out how busi- 


ness and invention and what we call modern civilization, can bring 


a greater degree of freedom from fear of any 


kind, and therefore 


a greater degree of happiness to the average individual.

Housework is work and we'd 
never say it isn’t, but it takes com- 
paratively few calories, and as far 
as your figure is concerned it uses 
the wrong muscles. Dishwashing 
takes only 117 calories per hour. 
Sweeping at the rate of 40 strokes 
per minute requires 132 calories 
per hour. The dreadful task of the 
family mending uses only 90 cal- 


ories per hour! Knitting, which is) 


usually regarded as a pleasure, 
also takes 90 calories per hour if 
you knit at the rate of 23 stitches 
per minute. Ironing, conceded to 
be hard ‘work, uses 114 calories 
per hour. 

Worse still, housework concen- 
trates on the muscles of the hands, 
arms and lower legs, so that the 
calorie surplus is stored around the 
waistline and hips. 

The office worker fares no bet- 
ter. In fact, she probably uses 
the same muscles as the housewife, 
but to an even less extent. The 
calorie requirement averages about 
the same. Typing takes 110 cal- 
ories per hour. Most tasks at 
which you sit requiré around 100 
calories per hour. 

For both the housewife and the 
office worker, the solution is to 
make a hobby of some activity that 
uses the trunk and hip muscles. 
Swimming is excellent. It puts 
all the muscles to work, especially 
those of the abdomen, hips and 
shoulders, and burns around 400 
calories per hour. There‘is no bet- 
ter exercise. 

Walking also exercises the im- 
portant muscles. If you walk brisk- 
ly, at the rate of 3.75 miles 
hour, walking burns 235 calories. 
Dancing the waltz takes 182 cal- 
ories and the foxtrot 220 calories. 
The daily dozen comes under the 
head of vigorous exercise and uses 
350 calories per hour. See to it 
that your calisthenics are direct-
